Roosevelt.PTSA.Concerned.about.Overcrowding

On May 22, the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (ERHS) 
Parent, Teacher, Students Associa- 
tion (PTSA) hoped to meet with 
Dr. Eleanor White, the area super- 
visor for Greenbelt schools. She 
had been invited to come and 
provide a status report on changes 
that may take place at the school 
next school year. However, 
White was unable to attend. In 
anticipation of her participation, 
Dr. James Henderson, Greenbelt’s 
school board representative, was 
present for the meeting and took 
part in discussions. 

The PTSA and the school are 
concerned about the proposed re- 
moval of staff and temporaries 
from ERHS. Due to a small de- 
crease in students caused by some 
movement of students from 
ERHS to Duval, the school sys- 
tem has proposed removing a 
large number of the temporary 
classrooms that are currently at 
Roosevelt. It is possible that they 
will be used to _ house 
Bladensburg High School students 
next year as their building is be- 
ing demolished and rebuilt. 

PTSA president Allen Elliot 
and other parents are concerned 
that this shift of classrooms will 
be the first step in the devaluation 
of programs at ERHS. The 
school system has projected 2,995 
students for next year with the 
state rated capacity at 2,291 stu- 
dents. During the 1996-97 school 
year there were 3,017 students 
(only 22 more than projected for 
next year) and 20 temporary 
classrooms. In fact, there had 





been 19 and one more was ap- 
proved based on the school en- 
rollment. There are currently 22 
temporaries and the school sys- 
tem has proposed removing 8-12 


of them this summer. Will the 
removal of the temporary class- 
rooms mean the removal of 
teachers who may have nowhere 
to teach? . | 
Overcrowding Problem 
Elliott referred to problems al- 
ready caused by overcrowding. 
In the first example, ERHS has 
been awarded A Smaller Learning 
Communities Grant for about 
$300,000. But, the grant calls for 
the addition of computer labs and 
other specialized programs that 
will require extra, not less, space. 
In the second instance, the school 
was evaluated by the Middle 


States Association of Colleges 
and Schools in the past year. A 
major finding was that the school 


is too crowded. This was before —

the proposed decrease in tempo- 
rary classrooms. 

The PTSA argues that ERHS 
is already making creative use of 
space by having teachers sched- 
uled to teach more classes per 
day than in any other county 
high school and by using a 
“zero” period before school to 
maximize science lab and com- 
puter use. They feel strongly that 
the s¢hool cannot be further cut. 

School Board Meeting 

Parents then made plans to at- 
tend the May 24 school board 
meeting to make their concerns 
known to all scheol board mem- 
bers. Henderson agreed that at- 
tendance at this meeting is a 
good first step to take. He en- 
couraged the parents to lobby 
each school board member indi- 
vidually. Since students in the 
Science and Technology Program 


‘come from many parts of the 


county, they are represented by 


more board members than just 


Henderson. 
Although ERHS principal 
Sylvester Conyers was a little 


‘more philosophical about the fu- 


ture than Elliott, Conyers hoped 
that the school system would 
“just leave us alone. We’re 
working extremely well as we 
are.” He continued, though, 
that ERHS has had a “very good 


span of years. We've gotten a lot

~the other when the ve- 


‘will be included with the 


Craze Explains Operation 
Of New Red Light Cameras

Will the new red light cameras 
catch you if you enter an inter- 
section on a yellow light and it 
then turns red before you clear 
the intersection? “No,” says 
Greenbelt Police Chief James 
Craze. This and other questions 
were posed to the chief. Here is 
the information he provided. 

“Citations are only issued to 
drivers who enter the intersection 
when the light is red,” according 
to Craze. Two pictures ofa vio- 
lating vehicle will be 
taken — one before the 
car enters the intersection 
with the light red and 


hicle is in the intersec- 
tion. The two pictures 


citation, as well as infor- 
mation on the vehicle’s 
speed and how long the light had 
been red before the vehicle 
passed through the intersection. 

Craze also said that a vehicle 
making a right turn on red will 
not be cited as a result of the 
camera photographs. Similarly, a 
vehicle standing in the intersec- 
tion: to make a left turn will not 
be ticketed if the opposing traffic 
does not stop so that the turn can 
safely be made until after the 
light has turned red. 

‘The new cameras have been 





installed and are operating at six 
locations at five intersections. 
They are both eastbound and 
westbound on Greenbelt Road at 
Mandan Road, eastbound on 
Greenbelt Road at Hanover Park- 
way, southbound on Kenilworth 
Avenue at Cherrywood Lane, and 
northbound on Kenilworth Av- 
enue at both I-95 ramp exits. 
Two more cameras will be in 
place this summer. They are at 
westbound Greenbelt Road at 
Cherrywood Lane and 
at northbound 
Kenilworth Avenue at 
Cherrywood Lane. The 
cameras monitor traffic 
only in a single direc- 
tion and depict only the 
rear of the vehicle. 
Therefore, to fully 
monitor an intersection, 
four cameras would be needed. 
At this time, however, only two 
are planned. The city has con- 
tracted with Trafficpax for this 
enforcement program. The ar- 
rangement piggybacks on a pro- 
gram established by Howard 
County. Other Prince George’s 
municipalities using this enforce- 
ment program include Laurel, 


Hyattsville, Riverdale Park and - 


Morningside.

Hears Public Comment

The second of four public 
hearings over the last two weeks 
conducted by the Prince George’s 
County Council Redistricting 
Commission was held at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School on June 
7. The purpose of these meet- 
ings is to encourage informed 
citizen participation in the redis- 
tricting process. 

Once every 10 years a com- 
mission is created by the county 
council following the United 
States Census to re-establish 
county council district bound- 
aries. The commission is charged 
with establishing nine council- 
manic districts that are compact, 
contiguous, and approximately 
equal in population. 


The five-member redistricting 


- commission consists of four 


members who were selected from 
lists of candidates submitted to 
the county council by the central 
committees of the Democratic 
(two members) and Republican 
(two members) parties. The fifth 
member was selected and ap- 
pointed by the county council. 
According to a June 7 article 


in the Washington Post, the com- 


mission, which was formed in 
February, was not able to reach a 
consensus on who would be 
chair. 





In the ‘past, the commis- 


sion has elected as its chair the 
member who was appointed by 
the council. That member is 
Sam Dean, president of the Lake 
Arbor Civic Association. The 
first hearing was held with 
Democratic appointee David 
Merkowitz serving as acting 
chair. At the second hearing the 
first order of business was to 
elect a chair. Sam Dean was

The Alaskan 
Wilderness is not what I had in 
mind when I talked about a 
simple walk in green space — it 
was about managing suburban 
sprawl. And, I wasn’t talking 
about those many homeowners 
who are obviously sensitive to the 
natural beauty of our woods. 
Rather, I admire their efforts and 
thank them for caring. They, like 
me, have been intentionally mis- 
led about a lot of things.

Your editorial. on Tom 
Hendershot’s efforts to destroy 
the sector plan was right on tar- 
get. 
On June 18 the County Coun- 
cil sitting as the District Council 
held a public hearing on the pro- 
posed amendments to the Sector 
Plan. Alan Turnbull, as our 
mayor pro tem, spoke against 
the first three amendments. Rep- 
resentatives from CCRIC and 
about 10 other individuals, in- 
cluding me, spoke against these 
amendments. Only three people 
spoke for the amendments; two 
were representing Beltway Plaza 
Management Company and one 
was representing Metroland De- 
velopers. Practically every 
speaker against the amendments 
pointed out, as your editorial did, 
that they made a mockery of the 
good faith efforts and thousands 
of dollars that went into develop- 
ing the sector plan. 

One would think that such 
overwhelming testimony would 
be enough to convince the 
County Council to vote against 
the amendments. But don’t 
count on it. The developers are 
so confident that they will not be 
bound by the sector plan that 
they have been airing ads touting 
the massive development that 
they are planning. 

Don’t be fooled. This fight is 
‘not about whether or not upscale 
‘stores should come to Greenbelt. 
It’s about who controls the po- 
litical process. If we allow the 
efforts of thoughtful, concerned 
citizens, responsible municipal 
leaders and educated, profes- 
sional planners to be tossed 
aside, then we are joining the 
cynics who believe that every- 
thing is fixed and our participa- 
tion doesn’t matter. We have to 
make our participation matter. 
Audrey Scott has promised to 
vote against the first three 
amendments, even though she in- 
troduced the second and third 
ones. Write to the other county 
council members, many of 
whom will probably be running 
for county-wide or state-wide of- 


fices soon. And attend the hear- - 


ing- on the site plan at 9 a.m., 
July 12 in Upper Marlboro.

Maryland seniors, 60 years of 
age and older, are eligible to re- 
ceive coupons this summer for 
$30 in fresh fruits and vegetables 
at farmers’ markets throughout 
the state. The Maryland Senior 
Farmers’ Market Nutrition Pilot 
Program, co-sponsored by the

elected by a 3-2 vote, with 
Democratic appointee Janice 
Hagey and Republican David 
Cahn voting against. 

When Dean took over as 
chair, he stated that citizens were 
invited to submit a plan for the 
commission to consider. The 
limitations that the commission is 
mandated to work with are that 
there will be nine councilmanic 
districts, that there should be a 
population of 89,100 in each dis- 
trict (allowing for a five percent 
variation), that precincts cannot 
be split, and that gerrymandering 
will not be allowed. 

Commission member Thomas 
Kennedy remarked that the redis- 
tricting is for councilmanic dis- 
tricts only and that the goal, if 
possible, is not to split communi- 
ties. 

Public Comment 

Three citizens requested to 
speak at the hearing. Greenbelt 
resident Kelby Brick raised three 


issues that he would like the 


commission to address. He en- 
couraged the council to make 
more information available to the 
public, such as voting records, 
voting patterns and projected 
growth. Brick said that he was 
aware that the City of Greenbelt 


’ and others had sent letters asking 


that all municipalities be kept to- 
gether. He supported that notion, 
he said. He also mentioned that 
projected: growth over the next 10 
years hadn’t been much dis- 
cussed; he would like to see it 
balanced between slow and fast 
growth. 

Kennedy stated that the focus 
of the task is to have the makeup 
of each district include 89,100 
people. Dean followed, pointing 
out that the redistricting is done 
every .10.years because the. dis- 
tricts “get ott of whack.” As to 
projected growth, Merkowitz 
stated that presently the largest 
has approximately 
105,000 people. 

Brick responded that he didn’t 
want to focus on growth; he 
wanted to focus on information. 

Merkowitz replied that a 
website is being developed which 
will be accessed on the county 
website at www.to.pg.md.us. 

A second speaker, from Auth 
Village in Camp Springs, ad- 
dressed the issue of zip codes in 
her area. She said the area 
around her has deteriorated. 
Dean stated that the post offike 
controls zip codes. Hagey com- 
mented that the speaker had iden- 
tified a key feature of the redis- 
tricting, the quality of life, and 
that “what we're doing here does 
impact the quality of life in the 
community." The last speaker 
was Fred Munford from Clinton, 
who expressed a concern about 
the small window of time to dis- 
seminate information. - He asked 
if there was a mechanism for 
written responses. Dean re- 
sponded that there is time and 
that the commission would like to 
have responses by August. A

Trafficpax is paid by the city 
on a sliding scale depending on 
the number of citations issued, 
according to Craze. The fee 
ranges: from $9.96 per citation for 
less than 4,000 citations to $4.11 
for 12,000 or more citations. 
There is an additional monthly 
fee of $200 and a minimum 
monthly fee of $2,500 per cam- 
era. 

The citation will: be processed 
and issued within 14 days of the 


violation. The penalty is $75. 
Failure to pay will result in the 
vehicle registration’s being tagged 
or suspended. But 105 days will 
be allowed for payment to be re- 
ceived before that happens. The 
citation can be appealed to the 
courts by requesting a date to be 
scheduled to appear before a traf- 
fic court judge, but motorists will 
need a pretty good story to dis- 
pute the evidence provided by the 
two photos of their vehicle.

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Puppet Tragedies Plays at the Arts Center. 


“This is a work in progress,” 
warned ACME Clown, Adam G. 
Gertsacov, before his one-man- 
show on Friday, May 11. As the 


last piece in a performance series _ 


by Gertsacov during the ACME 
Clown month at the Greenbelt 
Arts Center, “Puppet Tragedies” 
was the most experimental, in- 
cluding work the artist was still 
developing. 

The evening consisted .of eight 

different pieces that varied in 
length and prominence. ‘ During 
the second show of “Puppet 
Tragedies,” Gertsacov began with 
a blackout. He moved a flash- 
light across the stage to empha- 
size the important items for his 
show, ending with the title of the 
first part, “Vegetable Macbeth.” 
. Gertsacov clearly put his heart 
into “Vegetable Macbeth.” He 
performed scenes from William 
Shakespeare’s famous tragedy, 
using nothing but vegetables to 
represent the characters. For in- 
stance, he used three stalks of 
celery to represent the three 
witches, a russet potato for 
Macbeth, and an artichoke for 
Lady Macbeth. The result was 
both funny and interesting. 

Next came a five-minute 
parody of Eugene O’Neill’s 
“Long Day’s Journey into 
Night,’ retitled “Short Day’s Jour- 
ney into Night.” Gertsacov did 
not explain the essence of 
O’Neill’s work. Instead, he 
played a recorded scene while 
lighting a doll house. Unfortu- 
nately, it was hard to understand 
the recording, except for Mary 
Tyrone’s .last words, which 
Gertsacov changed to: “I am an 
addict.” For anyone not familiar 
with O’Neiil’s play, this was a 
meaningless performance. 

Gertsacov continued with a 
much more innovative and excit- 
ing play, “The Poisson Tragique,” 


by Sabine Hentrich 


incorporating a goldfish present- 
ing a highly altered Martin 
Luther King “I have a Dream” 
speech. In a stereotypical round 
tank in front of a microphone, 
the fish “spoke” about the injus- 
tices it had encountered. Look- 
ing at this fish, which swam 
back and forth in front of the 
microphone, was rather funny, 
in spite of the seriousness of 
King’s original speech. 

The next piece was once 
again perplexing. “The Daily 
News,” a wordless play with a 
classical music background, had 
Gertsacov sitting on a park 
bench looking at the newspaper. 
During the course of this short 
play, the volume of the music 
gradually increased while his 
character became more emo- 
tional. Apparently the news ter- 
rified him. The play ended 
when he pulled some kind of 
puppet out of the paper. 

Volunteers Jessica Mealey 


and Ward (no last name was 


given), members of the audience 
randomly picked by Gertsacov, 
performed the least serious piece 
during the evening, incorporat- 
ing a water gun duel. Mealey’s 
staged death, which brought out 
much-needed tears of laughter, 
was one of the evening’s high- 
lights. 

Gertsacov’s shortest piece 
was a parody of Tennessee 
William’s “The Glass Meénag- 
erie.” He took a glass plate with 
plastic animals glued to it in 
one hand, and a mallet in the 
other. Of the plate he an- 
nounced, “This is Laura,’ and of 
the mallet, “and this is the 
Gentleman Caller.” Then he pre- 
tended to smash the plate. This 
clever play was one of the 
audience’s favorites. 

“Humpty Dumpty,” 
Gertsacov’s other silent play,

He set up a 
tiny stage and played scenes from 
Sophocles’ Oedipus, using Barbie 
and Ken dolls. 
much too lengthy and rigid piece 
with Barbie (as the Chorus) ex- 
claiming: “Tragedies, like math, 
are hard.”

and continuity. Aside from a few 
clever and interesting moments, it 
remained clear that the perfor- 
mance still needs more work.

formance, Gertsacov told the audi- 
ence: 
The audience is my director in this 
case,” he said.

Types of problems mediated may be noisy neighbors, barking dogs, ireapasting children, 
blocked driveways, family feuds, littering, loitering, neighboring property neglect, small claims

A mediator does not act as an advocate of either party. 


Mediation services will be available at the Greenbelt Community Center on the second Tues- 
day and fourth Wednesday of each month.

On Saturday, July 14, 
Greenbelter Don Comis (pictured 
at right), 52, will swim four 
miles on the Chester River in 
Chestertown as part of the tenth 
annual Maryland swim for life to 
benefit people with AIDS. 

Comis got much of his swim 
training at the Greenbelt pool as 
a repeat student of aquatic coor- 
dinator Kenny Gray’s intermedi- 
ate lap swimming course. A 
swimmer he met.m one of those 
classes got him thinking about 
joining the University of Mary- 
land Masters swim team program 
for some “graduate” swim, training. 

Comis’ interest in swimming 
developed from his running, for 


- which he also had Greenbelt 


training. Comis’ first run since 
college was a 1-mile Labor Day 
fun run around Greenbelt Lake, 
when he was about 45 years old. 
He went on to many area races 
from there, favoring’ the 
Greenbelt Labor Day 15-K races. 

When he decided to train for 
the Marine Corps Marathon in 
1996, he hooked up with 
Greenbelter Bob Anderson, who 
was in his yoga class at the 
Community Center, beginning a 
partnership that continues to this 
day.

3 haven’t looked back. since. 


On schedule, fhey did their 
first open water swim (1-mile) in 
the Chester River’s eighth annual 
swim in July 1999.

They also competed in five 
triathlons last year, including the 
Blackwater Eagleman Half 
Ironman, a qualifier for the Ha- 
waii Ironman.
